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RELIGION.

Esoterically the word religion means to bind back to God. The 
great desire of all units of a religious body 1s to reunite the soul and 
Spirit of man however the desire may be expressed. Man has created 
2 breach in consciousness between his higher and lower self which 
must be overcome before he can attain to individual spiritual con- 
SCIOUSNESS.

The scientific world today has come to the grievous state ot 
accusing its greatest teachers of mental senility. There 1s a@ great 
battle heing waged between the weight of the reputations of men 
ke Sir Oliver Lodge, Sir |]. J. Thomson, and their kind, probably 
the greatest physicists the world has today, and the natural distaste 
of material science for heheving in something 1t cannot understand. 
So tar the natural distaste 1s winning : these men, though their repu 
tations for clear thinking and mature judgment are great, are gettino 
old; hence they are open to accusation of becoming incapable ot 
heing trusted for evidence. This «mall comfort is what lexsse!1 
_<cientists, not willing to beheve, nor wishinsg to be shown, are usinv 
to bolster up their self-esteem. 

In order to hear just what arguments a man trained to clea! 
thinking might give against the possihility of thought transference 
| asked a professor of philosophy to give his reasons for being s 
horror stricken whenever the subject was mentioned. Te replied tha: 
mental telepathy was impossthle hecause thought was not the <or' 
of thing that could be transferred. He confessed that he did no 
know what thought was, but was certain that it had nothing abou! 
it that could travel through space. His distaste of the subject wa 
due to the fact that belief in it was generally emotional, it bein: 
always combined with ideas of s$pirits and other creepy objects 
naturally abhorrent to one trained to clear thinking.

But the time 1s coming when we will know how 
to control our thought <0 as to increase 1ts radiating power ; direct 
it. tune our minds to its reception, and otherwise treat 1t as we do 
radio-telegraphy. And as wireless messages travel through the phys1- 
cal ether with the speedl of hight, s0 mental messages will be known 
to travel through the manasic ether with the speed of thought, which 
i= not necessarily infinite, but merely inconcervably rapid. The whole 
[nestion 1s a process of tuning minds, insulatig thoughts, and con- 
trolling the rapidity of the oscillatory discharge that constitutes a 
thought. .\ heavy. ponderous mind will send out a wave of great 
!\ength and <low periwdicity, which naturally cannot aftect a mind 
tuned to short waves and rapid vibration. We do not find thought 
transference universally practiced today because the minds. of the 
man race at present can not be accurately tuned to accord with 
each other except in very rare instances.
